—  The  Netherlands 
passenp^er  liner  Simon  Bohvar  sunk  in  the  North 
Sea  with  a  possible  loss  of  140  lives  today,  after 
striking  a  mine  which  the  BritiilTAdmiralty  charged 
the  Germans  had  latd~  without  notifying  neutral  ship- 
ping. The  8,309-ton  vessel  carried  400  persons,  includ- 
ing women  and  children.  A  total  of  260  survivors. )of 
whom  140  were  said  to  be  crewmen,  were  landed  at  an 
unnamed  British  port. 

Many  of  the  rescued  were  reported  "badly  injured." 
Official  aources  here  expressed  f ea^^hat  all  those  miss- 
ing were  dead. 

Aside  from  British  naval  losses,  it  was  the  worst  sea' 

diisaster  of  the  second  Great  War.  The  heaviest  loss  to 
a  non-fighting  ship  previously  was  in  the  sinking  of  the 
British  liner  Athenia.  northwest  of  Ireland.  September 
3,  the  day  Britain  and  France  declared  war  on  Ger- 
many. The  AthentirVloss  was  reported  at  1 12  persons.

Because  some  individuals  who  are 
overweight  do  not  develop  diabetes, 
despite  this  overweight.  It  does  not 
mean  that  overweight  and  diabetes 
are  not  related  For  years  before 
insulin  was  discovered.  Prof  E.  P. 
Joslin.  Harvard,  gave  the  warning 
that  overweight  was  a  forerunner 
of  diabetes,  and  that  where  there 
wa.s  a  family  history  of  dlabete.s,  all 
members  of  the  family  should  avoid 
overweight,  which,  in  so  many 
cases,  would  mean  avoiding  diabetes 
also.  Thus  we  find  in  every  text- 
book on  medicine  the  first  predis- 
pfftlng  ewutt  of  dtsbetfs  is  obesity 
(overweight). 

One  of  the  first  steps  taken  b;. 
th«  llhysidan  in  suspected  diabetes 
is  to  examine  the  blood  sjid  fhid  out 
whether  or  not  it  contains  more 
than  the  normal  amount  of  sugar. 
The  urine  is  also  examined  as  dia- 
betics have  .sugar  in  the  urine. 

Despite  the  lart  tnat  insulin, 
while  not  a  cure  for  diabetes,  en- 
ables diabetics  to  live  for  many 
years,  ther#l8  an  actual  Increase  in 


in  the  blood  was  due  to  the  liver 
rot  storing  away  as  mucli  sugar  as 
it  should.  They  stated  further  that 
If  these  overweights  would  eut  down 
on  their  food  intake  and  lose  some 
weight,  the  liver  would  do  its  work 
better  and  store  the  sugar  instead 
of  having  li  carried  In  large  qtiantl- 
tles  in  the  blood  end  thrown  out  of 
the  body  by  way  of  the  urine. 

In  a  more  recent  report  in  The 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical 

As.sociation.  these  physicians  report 
366  diabetic  patients.  between 
thirty  aild  slxty-flve  years  of  age, 
entering  University  Hospital  for  the 
Cohtrol_of  JMabetes.  Of  this  num- 
tjor  clo.se  to  two-thirds  were  oyer- 
welght  when  treatment  for  diabetes 
was  first  begun.  These  patients  had 
been  overweight  for  years.  Some  of 
them  h.id  the  sugar  in  urine  for 
years,  but  had  received  no  diabetic 
treatment,  and  others  had  been  re- 
ceiving diabetic  treatment  for  many 
years. 

The  physical  examination  showed 
no  other  abnormal  condition  than 


the  number  of  diabetics     And  the  overweipht.     After  examination  of 


cured" 

is  not  used  regarding  diabetics,  but 
there  was  the  freedom  of  diabetic 
symptoms  Just  as  in  cases  where 

Insulin  is  u-sed.   

Another  gratllying  result  was 
tliat  In  eases  where  there  was  even 
a  partial  redlHtftlW  in  welghH,  UK 
diabetic  signs  and  symptoms  be- 
came less. 

The  above  experiments— reducing 
the  weight  in  mkSdle-aged  diabetics 
—show  that  while  in  normal  lAdi- 
viduals  sugar  is  stored  in  the  liver 
instead  of  remaining  in  the  blood, 
in  overfreights  there  seems  to  be  a 
deflcency  in  the  body**  method  of 
depositing  sukmi  in  the  liver.  This 
disturbance  may  be  due  to  some 
light  or  low  grade  Infection  which 
persists  as  long  as  the  individual 
remains  overweight.  With  the  re- 
moval of  this  excess  fat  in  the  liver 
(Just  as  fat  is  deposited  elsewliere 
In  the  body),  the  liver  is  aUe  to 
take  more  suftar  out  of  the  blood 
and  store  it  within  its  cells. 

These  experiments  serve  to  show 
once  more  the  dangers  and  disad- 
vantages of  overweight

BDMONTON,  Nov.  18  (CP).— An 
application  to  quash  charge*,  ol 
oonq>lring  to  operate  a  "totMieco 

combine,"  laid  by  the  Provin(  lal  .M- 
tomey-Oeneral's  Department  agaui;>i, 
fortjrvtwo  manufacturers,  whole- 
salers and  jobbers,  was  disntlssed  by 
Mr.  Justice  A.  F.  Ewing,  ol  the  Al- 
berU  Supreme  Court,  In  *  JUdgmei^t 
handed  down  today. 

The  appUeatlod  was  made  cm  the 
grounds  that  the  charges  were  pelec- 
tlve  because  there  was  not  in  any 
of  the  counts  an  IndlctaMe  offence 
l^tated,  with  that  reasonable  preci- 
sion which  the  Criminal  Code  re- 
quires; that  certain  of  the  tounu. 
were  bad  for  duplicity  in  thai  ea,ch 
count  charges  several  offences,  and 
that  the  conspiracy  in  restraint  of 
trade  count  was  deljcctive  because  ii 
specifies  the  clins  of  offence  and 
does  not  .'pcMfy  the  aotiml  offence. 

NOT  ILLEGAL  ALTS 
In  his  Judgment.  Mr.  Justice  Swing 
stated  that  the  objects  of  the  al- 
'  leged  conspiracy  aie  not  in  them- 
I  selves  Illegal  acts.   They  are  acts, 
which,  if  done  by  a  single  p;M-.son,  ] 
or  if  done  by  many  persona  wltiiout 
ail  agreement,  or  a  combination, 
would  be  quite  legal. 

Mr:  Justice  Ewing  held  that  in 
charKint?  a  cr.iiulial  •i'on.spiracy  the 
overt  acts  need  not  be  set  out,  but 
this  doea  not  relieve  the  Grown  from 
(ifsrribing  the  conspiracy  In  .such  a 
^\  ay  as  to  contain,  ui  substance,  the 
fundamental  ingredients  of  the  par- 
UcvUar  agriement  charged,  or  in 
such  a  way  as  to  specify.  In  sub- 
stance, the  six-ciflc  transaction  in- 
tended to  be  brought  against  the 
accused. 

OVER  LONG  PERIOD 
In  this  case,  continued  the  Judg- 
ment, "the  time  Is  very  extended  - 
over  nine  year»— and  the  place  Is 
somewhat  general— In  the  City  of 
Edmonton,  at  the  City  of  Calgary 
aiMl  elsewhere  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta,  but  the  specific  transaction 
charged  is  an  aureemrt.;  iv.thin  that 
time  ,  and  within  thai  place  to  re- 
strain or  Injure  trade  or  eommerce 
in  tobacco  products 

Dealing  with  the  contention  that 
certain  of  the  counts  were  defective 
because  of  duplicity  of  charges.  Mr. 
Justice  Swing  said  all  the  counu-; 

were  <  ouched  in  the  lanxuagc  of  the 
Criminal  Code  section  dealing  with 
the  offence,  and  held  that  tiie  of- 
fence It-self  need  only  be  de.scrtbed 
In  the  words  of  the  statute  creating 
the  offence.

experience  Is  that  If  any  serious 
matter  is  to  be  (ilsuiusPQ,  parucu- ! 
larly  something  unpleasant  that  has 
occurred  during  the  day,  it  Is  better 
not  to  dL'.cuss  it  until  the  husband 
and  father  has  flnist>ed  his  evening 
meal.  Of  coutm,  nothing  aeri«us  or 
unpleasant  .should  bo  dLscu.s.'^'d  ju.^t 
before  any^meal  as  tlie  upbcimcni 
interffcWa  with  ftiyetlto  and  dlfes- 
tlon. 

It  Is  not  alone  {or  this  reason— 

intorferlns  with  appotlte  or  ditJP.s- 
tion  Uiat  the  wife  and  mother 
postpones  the  discussion,  but  be- 
cause she  knows  that  a  hungry  man 
(or  woman)  is  more  apt  to  be 
cranky  or  Irritablo  thMl  OM  who 

is  not  hungry.  

Physlolofflsts  tell  us  thftt  hunger 
feelings  are  cau.vod  by  thr  contrac- 
tion or  niovonirnt..s  of  tiie  walls  of 
the  stomach.  As  the  stomach  be- 
comes empty,  the  walls  contract  for 
a  number  of  times— ten  t*  twenty- 
five -aft^^r  which  they  Ixconip  ()ui<'t 
■for  a  while  and  then  start  the  con- 
tractions ainln;  then  a  quiet  period, 
then  contractions  again.  The  "quiet" 
period  lasts  from  ten  minutes  -to  one 
hour  in  the  child  and  from  one  to 
three  hours  In  an  adult.  Umbo  con- 
tractions'of  the  stomach  walls  are 
accompanied  by  more  or  less  pain- 
ful or  uncomfortable  feelings  in  the 
stomach.  While  these  hunger  pains 
may  disturb  an  infant  and  wake 
him  'from  a  sound  sleep,  they  pass 
unnoticed  by  tho  ftnraft  boalthy 
adult.

Food  was  thus  given  before  tlie 
tired,  Irritable  feelings  occurred.

ever the  take  was,  O'Hagan  got  most  of  it 
back  again.

It  looked  fine  until  the 
eighth  round  of  the  ten.  when  O'Hagan, 
graceful  as  ever,  took  a  dive  to  the  canvas 
in  a  way  that  did  not  look  logical  even  to 
the  ladles  in  the  riiigslde  seats. 

It  developed  later  that  OHagan  had 
won  $20,000  betting  ftgainst  himself,  to  ny 
nothing  of  his  share  of  the  purse,  which 
wasn't  held  up.  though  it  should  have 
been,  and  also,  of  course,  whatever  the 
contender's  people  had  gi;en  him. 

Mac  had  worked  a  couple  of  years  for 
that  fight  .ftnd  the  fight  with  the  champ 
he  was  sure  would  follow  it.  He  was  a 
cautious  man  and  no  gambler,  but  this 
was  his- heart's  blood.

Here  Is  a  vilo  wr.ipon,  indeed,  but  tlie 
deterrent  is  one  that  Hitler  must  take 
seriously— that  the  use  of  it  means  un^ 
dlAgulsed  attack  on  cLvllians.  the  price  of. 
which  Is  thS'  whole  word's  hatred  and 
vengeance. 

There  is  the  peril,  too.  of  reprisals. 

.So  Hitler's  chemists  have  turned  tlicir 
attention  to  a  dust  which  shall  conlalu 
panic-spreading  irrjtant  instead  of  a 
jplscm.   

Firt  FrOoi  Planes

At  present'  it  is  extremely  costly  to 
prod\ire  the  superfine  Iron  dust  needed, 
and  supplies  sufUcient  for  large-scale  at- 
tach WTTOt^tOrthcomlng.  -Moreover,  this 
method  of  attack  is  efflclent  only  If  tho 
—dust  Is  released  within  100  yards_of  a 
balloon.  •  ^  . 

The  best  defence,  however,  .iticks  out  a 
mile  for  anybody  to  see.  This  is  to  keep, 
the  attack,  and  the  Initiative  of  attack,  ' 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Rhine.

At  two-fifteen  during  the  night  of  Sep- 
tember 16,  in  Moscow,  the  telephone  rang 
in  the  Polish  Embassy.  The  Polish  Am- 
bassador must  come  at  once  to  the  Comis- 
ariat  for  a  most  urgent  affair.  Uneastlv, 
lie  dressed  and  drove  to  his  appointnitiii. 
He  was  presented  with  a  formal  i\ote. 
Poland  Being  vanquished.  It  said,  and  the 
Polish  Government  no  longer  existing, 
Russia  could  not  now  consider  any  treaty 
or  agreement  with  Poland  valid.  The 
Ambassador  refused  to  accept  tliis  note, 
which  he  left  lying  on  the*  table.

The  Russians  had  ^ 
availed  themselves  of  the  Interlude  to  de< 
liver  it    He  returned  it  by  registered  mail 
with  his  answer,  in  which  he  wrote  that' 
he  could  only  inform  his  Government  that 
Russia  was  threatening  Poland.

Bv  the  time  they  readied  Lemberi.;, 
they  were  obviously  exhausted  from  their 
swift  advance.

tuok  over  the  city,  they  still  announced 
themselves  as  friends.  — ~ 

In  the  ensuing  battles  on  the  streets, 
where  Poles  sought  to  defend  the  town 
and  Ukrainians  revenged  their  wrongs  on 
the  Poles,  arul  white  the  Germans  had  not 
yet  jetreated,  the  confusion  was  such  that  ^ 
the  Russian  soldiers  fought  the  Germans 
by  mistake.  On  September  21,  Russian 
cannon  shelled  the  city,  although  all  the 
Impdrtant  buildings  had  been  destroyed 
by  the  Germans.  — 

Fight  Among  "Friends" 

DESPITE  the  fact  that  the  Russian 
troops  advanced  against  a  presum- 
ably broken  army,  it  is  known  that  the 
hospitals  .of  Lemberg  are  full  of  wounded 
Russians,  transported  by  night,-  about 
whom  nothing  Is  said.

Invented 
some  thirty  years  ago  by  the  Austrians  in 
order  to  hamper  the' Poles,  has"  since  been 
kept  alight,  for  the  same  purpose,  entirely 
by  derman  money  and  by  German  propa- 
ganda, It  has  now  re(telved  its  sentence.

When  the  Ruthenian  peasants  of  Gah- 
cla  learned  that  the  Russians  had  come, 
th'by  began  to  pillage  and  rob  the  Poles 
wherever  they  could.

,.    Dividing  Estalcs 

THE  next  Ttioet  important  step  in  the 
Russian  campaign,  after  the  breaking  ' 
up  of  the  Ukrainian  movement,  has  been 
to  "nationalize" '  all  private  estates  and 
flivide  them.  They  liavc  not  yet  dared  to 
organize  them  into  collective  farms.  Thus 
far,  they  have  only  parceled  the  fields  and 
the  forests  among  the  local  peasants,  who, 
suddenly  acquiring  what  for  them  are  un- 
told riches,  have  no  idea  of  how  to  cope 
with  so  many  trees  and  so  much  land. 

It  appears  that  in  a  few  eases,  where 
the  peasants  had  n9thing  to  say  against 

-4t..  owners  have^  been  allowed  to  stay  on 
and  .share  in  the  administration.  Certain 
of  tlie  peasants  are  being  moved  to  urban 

-centres  in  Russia  itself,  where'  there  is  a 
notable  dearth  of  manual  labor.  The  Gov- 
ernment forests  of  Bialuwierza,  sugar  fac- 
tories, distilleries  and.  the  peit  marshes  of 
Pinsk  have  so  far  been  preserved  Infract. 

The  great  majority  of  the  owners  of 
private  estates  have  mysteriously  disap- 
peared, gone  to  work  in  toe  Russian 
mines,  or  gone  to  sit  in  the  Russian  pris- 
ons, or  simply  gone  to  tjieir  death.  Wives 
and  daughters  have  stayed  behind.  They 
find  a  place  to  sleep  in  peasant  huts,  or 
they  are  allowed  to  sleep  in  their  own 
liouses,  provided  that  they  wash  the  floors 
and  feed  the  pigs.  They  also  work  ii)  the 
beet  and  potato  fields,  digging  up  the 
crops  which  still  lay  in  the  earth  when 
the  w^r  came.  How  long  these  women 
will  continue  to  be  fed  for  their  work,  if 
tliey  can  endure  It,  as  Winter  sets  in,  re- 
mains to  be  seeri.

Timid  Soldiers 

TWENTY  years  ago.  hi  the  war  between 
toe  Poles,  and  the  Bolsheviks,  a  Polish 

platoon  could  rout  a  Russian  company. 
Now,  they  say,  it  could  rout  a  brigade. 
The  Soviet  soldiers  are.easlly  frightened. 


In  Vilna,  early  one  morning  when  the 
tosm  was  being  cleaned,  a  Belshevik  com- 

pany  was  marching  along  sinf.iiiK.  when 
suddenly  the  lid  of  a  hermetically  sealed 
garbage  can  flew  off  with  a  bang;  Within 
a  minute,  every  man  of  the  company  had 
taken  to  cover.  Pear  overshadows  these 
shabby,  half-fed  young  ihen  who  have 
been  taught  by  life  to  expect  betrayal  and 
who  are  therefore  al.so  ready  to  betray. 

The  simple  Bolshevik  soldiers,  young 
enough  to  have  known  only  the  Soviet 
regime,  taught  that  the  standard  of  living 
in  the  rest  of  Europe,  except  for  that  of  a 
few  robber  barons,  was  lower  than  their  \ 
own,  were  quickly  demoralized  by  what  ' 
they  saw  in  Poland.    Many  of  them  had 

never  seen  white  bread.  They  discovered 

In  Lemberg  that  a  kilouram  of  meat, 
whi(;h  cost  twenty-lour  rubles  at  home, 
could  be  bought  for  the  equivalent  of  one 
ruble  twenty  kopecks.  A  suit  of  clothes 
could  be  had  in  PoUsh  stores  for  one- 
tenth  the  price  In  Moscow.  Phonographs, 
the  cheapest  of  wluch  cost  900  rubles  in 
Russia,  were  sold  in  Poland  for  the  equiv- 
alent of  150  rubles.  This  difference  in 
values  overwhelmed  them.  Greedily,  they 
fell  upon  the  shops  and  sacked  them. 
Their  officers,  helpless  to  keep  discipline, 
resorted  in  Lemberg  to  shooUng,thelr-ewa 
men. 

A  Polish  general  and  his  colonel,  dls- 
gui.sed  a.s  peasants  and  making  tin  ir  way 
on  foot  toward  toe  frontier,  passed  near 
a  Bolshevik  encampment.  They  had  not 
C"!.''  far  along  the  road  when  two  soldiers 
rode  after  them  and  ordered  them  to  stop. 
The  soldiers  dismounted,  and.  after  a  few 
questions,  began  to  search  their  clothes. 
Tucked  away  in  an  inside  pocket  they 
found  the  colonel's  camping  <  knife, 
equipped  with  various  gadgets.  The  sol- 
diers exchanged  a  look,  while  the  two" 
Polish  officers  felt  their  hearts  sink.  But 
the  Russians,  telling  them  to  go  on,  rode 
away  with  the  knife.  No  one  came  after 
the  two  silent  men  as  they  walked  ahead, 
expectantly.  The  soldiers  preferred  not 
■to  report  toem.  They  wanted  to  keep  toat 
knife.  '  '  ^ 

in  these  fli-st  weeks  of  their  bccupation 
of  Poland,  the  Ru.s.sians  are  trying,  by 
wha't  they  evidently  consider  moderation 
and  fair  means,  to  win  toe  people  to  toelr 
system.  They  came  down  .swiftly  upon 
the  already  stricken  countryside,  but  now 
they  are  not  In  haste.  They  have  man.y 
difTlculties  before  them  in  their  plan  In 
malce  order  of  the  eliays  which  they  have 
created. 


'Round  London  CToiwn

LONDON  This  mdpth  marks  'the 
500th  annlversarytrf  Plymouth's  re- 
eeiving  its  eharter  as  aHMrough.  It 
was  the  first  town  In  England  to  receive 
a  charter  incorpwAed  in  an  Act_of  Par- 
liament. 

The  town  was  first  known  as  Sut(on 
Pryor  Then  its  people  appointed  a  mayor, 
Humphrey  Pa.vsour.  who  "cunnlngiy 
usurped  toe  powers  of  the  King  and  did 
make  him.self  Mayor  of  Suthen  Pryor  by 
the  name  of  Suthen  Pleymuth.'"  The 
priors— toe  manorial  lords  — and  the 
Crown  promptly  unseated  him.  and  in 
1411  the  people  of  the  town  petitioned  for 
a  charter.  Their  claim  was  opppeed  by 
their  chief  overlord,  the  Prior  of  Plympr 
ton.  and  twenty -.seven- years  passed  before 
the  ecclesiastics  yielded  on  the  promise 
of  compen.satlon  for  their  manorial  rights. 
Thereafter  the  town  of  Sutt^>n  Pryor.  the 
tithing  of  Sutton  Ra£f,  the  parcel  of  the 
hamlet  of  Sutton  Vautort  and  toe  parcel 
of  the  tithing  of  Compt<  •  '  le  "a  free 
Borough  Incorporate,  of  one  Mayor  and 
one  perpetual  Commohalt)^  and  l>e  forever 
called  the  Borough  of  Plymouth." 

The  petition  was  granted' in  November, 
1439,  and  an  act  passed  in  boto  Houses 
ef  Parliament.  •  Plymouto's  ilnt  eltetid 


mayor  was  William  Jiethriche,  "a  little 
squat  man  "  of  Yorkslure  birth,  who  entet-  . 
tained  his  first  Corporation  to  a  feast,  the 
principal  Item  of  which  was  a  pie  four- 
teen feet  long  and  four  feet  broad,  "com- 
posed tif  all  sorts  of  fish,  flesh  and  fowl 
-  that  could  be  gotten"  and  known  to  later 
generations  fl.s  "Kethriche  s  pie  " 

Other  of  the  town's  mayors  were  worthy 
of  notice.  There  was  Waltet  Clovelly.  for 
Instance,  whose  year  of  ofT^ee  wa.s  1441. 
He  vowed  when  his  wife  died  during  his 
—term  of  ofll<ie  that  he  would  never  again 

trim  his  beard  John  Srhepley  w.is  known 
as  "Sheeply"  because  he  slapped  the 
town  clerk's  face  for  failing  to  say  "Your 

Wor.shlp." 

Plymouth  governed  lt.sclf  under  its 
famous  charter  unt^l  toe  passing  of  the 
Municipal  Corporations  A6t  of  ItM. 

Carrier  Pigeons  in  Action 

BRITAIN'S  Other  "Air  Force,"  lU  army 
of  carrier  pigeons,  has  already  been 
in  action  Major  Osman,  who  wak  respon- 
sible for  toe  pigeons  used  in  the  last  war* 
has  Yerbitmirthe  National  Pigeon  Service. 
Forty  thou.sand  registered  pigeon  fanciers 
are  already  attached  to  it.  and  we  are 
said  to  have  enough  trained  birds  for  our 
own. and  our  AUlta'  vie. 


The  first  birds  to  go  on  act)ve  service 
in  tois  war  .were  from  the  King's  famous 
racing  pigeon  loft  at  Sandringham 
Bombers  and  reconnaissance  planes  have 
carried  them  on  toelr  flights,  and  when 
sighting  an  enemy  submarine  which  might 
intercept  a  radio  message  the  pilot  has 
released' a  pigeon  with  the  news.  Recently 
a  British  .airman  was  brought  down  on_ 
the  .sea  He  had  two  birds  with  him. 
There  was  no  time  to  attach  a  message  to 
them.  Vrhe  sbnply  relea.sed  them.  When 
they  arrived  at  their  lofts  it  was  a.ssumed 
that  toe  pilot  was^allve.  A  search  was 
made  and  in  a  short  while  he  was  picked 
up  at  .sea.  Airmen  al.so  release  pigeoiu 
with  SOS.  inessages  when  they  have  to 
n^ake  a-foteed  landing. 

A  grant  of  $20  is  made  to  owners  of 
pigeons  accepted  for  service  by  toe  Air 
Uttnistry  and  toere  is  a  National  Pigeon 
Service  badge,  which  the  King  is  entitled 
to  wear  as  well  as  his  humbler  subject.^. 

That  pigeons  are  important  was  proved 
In  the  last  war  by  toe  fact  toat  two  men 
were  employed  on  the  .southeast  coast  to 
khoot,  down  enemy  pigeons.  Their  bag  is 
said  to  have  been  "colossal."  Sharpshoot- 
ers in  the  front  lines  were  engaged  for 
the  same  purpose.  ,

Prisoners  Are  Greater  \ 

Aids  Than  Spies

New  YORK.— Operations  on  the  West- 
em  Front  appear  very  dull  when  -. 
the  taking  of  only  two  or  toret 
prisoners  is  mentioned.  But  a  single  talk* 
atlve  enemy  soldier  may  be  wottb.  ttuAi--^ 
sands  of  men  ift  the  side 'toat  eapturttv 
him.  - 

There  must  be  enough  action  in  a  Win- 
ter stalemate  for  boto  sides  to  eontinpo 

getting  fresh  prisoners  If  no  prisoners 
can  be  jjicked  up  easily,  then  the  order 
win  be  to^ttael^-  Ih^  sufficient  force  to 
assure  soipt>  Otner\vi,s(\  the  battle  order 
chief  of  the  intelligence  section  will  re- 
ceive a  sharp  reminder  that  he  is  not  on  " 
toe  job.       '  ^ 

For  it  is  an  error  to  suppose  that  spies 
are  the  mo.st  valuable  source  of  informa- 
tion about  toe  enemy's  plans  and  dlspo- 
Sitions. '  A  trained  military  spy  with  the 
enem^  army  has  to  pass  on  his  informa- 
tion In  cipher.  in~a  way  to  prevent  detec- 
tion, to  an  agent  in  the  rear,  who  in  turn 
passjys  it,,  on  to  a  traveling  ag^nt  who 
must  get  through  a  neutral  Switzerland' 
er  Holland  and  Belgium. 

In  the  time  It  takes  lor  tlie  Information 
to  reach  its  destination,  the  enemv^  may 
have  concentrated  a  hundred  thousand 
men  at  a  point  for  a  thrust  in  overcast 
weather  when  reconnaissance  planes  were 
unable  to  see  them  on  the  march  or  in 
columns  of  motor  buses  at  night  or 
crammed  under  cover  in  .village  hOUijg 
and  cellars  or  m  groves  by  day. 

Prisoners -from  toe  front  line  may  in* 
form  the  battle  order  chief  that  they 
know  some  unusual  activity,  is  on  foot. 
Then  his  urgent  demand  is  for  more  and 
still  more  prisoners  to  keep  hiiR  abreast 
of  the  «>emy  m<>vem»»nt.  and  to  learn 
where  it  is  lo  strike,  so  it  can  be  met  with 
force  enough  and  promptly  enough.  — 

It  is  not  for  the  glamorous  spy,  risking 
a  liring  squad  if  caught,  but  up  to  the 
hifantry  men,  the  fighting  mass  of  all 
armies,  to*delivcr  the  goods;  and  alive.  A 
box  barrage  of  shell  blasts  surrounds  the 
space  in  tlie  enemy  lines  for  the  cosUy 
rush  of  the  kidnappers,  who  wait  oil  no 
polite  formalities  as  they  seize  and  hasten 
the  victims  back  to  the  kidnappers'  own 
trenches.  ' 

The  battle  order  chief  .seeks  to  know 
wherp  every  enemy  division  is,  its  record, 
whether  mediocre,  reserve  or  shock,  and 
the  character  and  record  of  •  its  eom« 
mander  and  of  corps  commanders  too. 
And  the  chief's  mam  reliance  is  on  his 
experts  in  questioning  prisoners.  They  W 
trained  specialists,  and.  of  C0UI]M«  IQMV. 
the  language  of  the  enemy. 

Experience  teaciics  them  lo  pass  by  of#' 
fleers  as  too  well  indoctrinated  in  wtltl. 
should  not  be  told  and  too  canny  to  bk 
in^vertently  caught  in  revealing  it.  SO 
some  private  but  promising  subjects  art 
taken  in  affable  tow  for  priv  it(  .seances. 
Hungry,  tired  and  usually  demoralized, 
they  get  food  they  like .  and-«mokes  yid 
drinks,  and  are  woa^er  to  a  ehaMf 
mood.  ' , 

The  "Homey"  Feeling  , 

THE  questioners  have  been  planted  in 
parts  of  tlie  enemy  epunlry  in  peace 
time.  They  know  the  provincial  dialecta 
and  local  habits  and  celebrities  in  order 
to  induce  a  "homey  "  feeling  in  the  pris- 
oner.

Forh  had  put  exlrau.->ted  troops  in  this 
sector  and  the  French  aviators,  al.so  weary, 
made  no  reconnalsances.

ThouKh  Chancellor  Hitler  undertakes 
no  blitzkrieg  on  the  Western  Front,  there 
will  be  no  cessation  of  toe  quest  for 
prisoners.  As  many  as  two  or  three 
thousand  men  may  attack  in  a  raid  at  a 
'  time  of  alarm;  and  a  division  commander 
may  joyou.  iy  n  port  '  I  have  flfty,"  and 
hope  that  is  enough  fur  toe  present.

boldly  iri  the  distance  Just  below  the  sky- 
.  ]in«  of  the  Ooids'tream  hills.  At  toast  so 
It  did  this  November  afternoon  whMi  the 
landscape  retreated  info  various  tones  of 
misty  blue  and  grey,  under  the  soft  clouds 
fluting  in  with  a  light  wind  from  the 
ocean.    Suburban  Saanlch  reaches  info 
Reynolds  Rqad.  but  the  recreation  grounds 
were  for  the  time  being  taken  up  by  sev- 
eral hundred  gulls,  all  with  their  heads 
directly  in  the  wind's  eye.  At  Blenkinsoi) 
RoMl,  a  iew~yanis  from  the  end  of  Rey- 
nolds, I  was  definitely  in  the  country.  The. 
woods  of  fir  on  the  jeft  are  bordered  by 
oaks  now  almost  leafless,  and  on  the  other 
'  sh^e  «  little  further  on  Is  a  picturesque 
Ri^up  "of  balsam  and  Douglas  flrs  above 
younger  growth  with  willows  and  other 
•Imibs.  Thus  I  looked  through  a  brief 
avenue  of  trees  and  saw  beyond  the  sun- 
light falling  on  yellowing  foliage.  On  the 
-other  side  I  eafiie  out  on  the  broad,  flat 
valley  in  which  Lost  Lakv  lies.   The  sun 
and  clouds  combined  to  give  a  most  pleas- 
ing effect  to  the  valley,  that  of  checkered 
light"  and  shade.  The  clouds  were  gleam- 
ing white,  shadowed  with  grey,  and  the 
blue  sky  of  precious  after-rain  color. 
PjusUsh  shadows  moved  slowly  terofiT 
hill  and  vale.    The  brilliant  sunshine  lit 
up  the  golden  willows  and  cottonwoods, 
the  green  grass  of  the  fields,  and  a  single  * 
white  house,  and  then  the  shadows  passed 
across  them,  and  the  light  fell  on  the 
sombre  woods  and  on  ttie  russets  and  yel- 
lows of  tbfix  deciduous  neighbors. 

Along  the  roadside  were  many  dande- 
lions in  flower,  the  stems  very  short,  in- 
deed, as  if  there  were  no  time  to  spend  on 
anything  but  the  flowrr  and  the  subse- 
quent "clock,"  although  showery  weather 
plays  havoc  with  the  graceful  structure  pi 
these  oUUfashloned  timekeepers.  Other 
flowers  there  were  none  but  the  Michael- 
mas dairies  peeping  over  a  garden  fence. 
The  snowberries  and  the  hips  of  the'  wlkt' 
cluster-rose,  the  chief  one  alonR  this  part 
of  the  valley,  gave  their  contributions  of 
bright  color.  Crab  apple  and  cherry  with 
their  red  and  yellow'^ealage  contia.^ltd 
with  the  purplish  leaves  of  tlie  red-barlteel- 
dogwood.  While  looking  at  these  I  came 
upon  a  willow  quite  new  to  me,  although 
long  since  reported  from  this  district  Its 
leaves  attracted  me  by  tiieir  shape  and 
reddish  stalks  springing  from  stems  of 
darker  reddish  brown.  They  are  either 
rounded  or  iieart-shaped  at  the  base  and 
draw  In  Just  above  tl)e  middto  to  a  slender 
apex.  Very  fine  teeth  are  found  along  the 
edge  and  the  redness  of  the  stalk  extends 
Just  a  litUe  way  into  the  mid-rib.  At  the 
base  of  the  etalk  are  two  rounded  stipules 
like  little  Rreen  ears  This  is  the  heart- 
leaved  willow  and  a  very  striking  member 
of  Its  famUj  it  U  wfth  iU  dark  green 
leaves,  paler  underneath,  and  its  contrast- 
ing stalks  and  stems.  "

HILE  I  examined  the  willoiv  the  sky 
changed  The  dark  shadow  over 
Lake  Hill  disappeared,  and  now  in  the 
west  came  an  arch  of  pale  grey  and  white 
cloud  with  its  inner  edge  rapRcdlv  (Irfcy. 
and  wisps  of  the  same  high  mist  ran 
lightly  acrtUs  the  blue  heavens.  Ahead  to 
the  north  more  massive  clouds  of  dark  and 
light  grey  lay  above  a  narrow  band  of 
pator  blue.  On  the  leftr  broad  patches  of 
celerylrere  .s(  t  id  the  soft,  dark  soil  of  the 
reclaimed  swamp,  through  which  a  two- 
horse  plough  a  little  way  off  moved  with 
silvery  share.

The  white'  flowers  of  the  wild  camo- 
mile enlivened  the  unploughcd  land  .lust 
as  Bloomflrld  must  have  often  seen  it  d  > 
In  his  native  East  Anglican  fields.  Lost 
Lake  soon  appears,  first  as  'ttttte  more, 
than  ft  .streak  of  light  l.ssuing  from  the 
dense  pinewood  at  the  west  end,  then^ 
Widening  out  imtu'lt  lies  Just  below  the 
sloping  fields  that  flank  the  rising  road. 
On  the  left  at  the  further  end  Is  a  large 
bam  around  which  the  customary  animals 
and  birds  are  clu.sfrred  The  latter  are,  of 
course,  the  common  barnyard  poultry, 
while  the  former  are  chiefly  co^s  with  a 
single  horse.  It  Is  iust  fkr  enov^  awey 
to  give  a  certain  unreality  to  the  living 
creatures  as  if  you  were  looking^  at  one  of 
the  old  lUent  talkies.  Thia  is  because. 
.«wla|  to  the  wind,  no  sound  can  be  heard, 
only  an  ocicaslonal  movenient  when  a 
horse  sUmps  or  soq^Mone  eoming  out

,     Scenic  Ptnerinii. 

^HE  road  has  risen  slowly  above  the  ' 

1  level  plain  of  the  old  lake-bottom,  and 
now  the  trail  is  near  that  leads  ii^to  and  " 
through  Mount  Douglas  Park.  An  arch- 
way with  a  guiding  in.scriptlon.  nqjv  very 

"  much  faded,  marks  the  place;  the  trail 
TfiSlf  Is  not  as  clearly  defined  as  it  cuice 
as  It  turns  to  the  right  and  then  more 
pteeply  to  the  left  and  up  a  rough  rocky 
path.  Bcif^by  dales,  others  of  a  larger 
growth  and  occasional  great  dead  firs, 
keep  the  hillside  from  bareness.  In  the 
thicket  of  coppery  and  russet  leafage  I  put 
up  separately  two  grouse,  almost  stepping 
on  each.  At  one  point  higher  up  I  had 
a  beautiful  view  of  James  Island,  the 
sweep  of  Cordova  Bay,  Bait  Spring  Island's 
Mount  Tuam,  Moinit  Newton,  Bear  Hiil 

•  and  the  Maiahat,  to  say  nothing  of  far 
more  distant  ridges  and  slopes  beyond 
these.  A  charmUig  aerial  perspective  led 
the  eye,  ridge  by  ridge,  into  thf  Xar"^- 
lands  of  the  Island's  Ulterior. 

"Far  across  the  hills  they  went 

In  that  new  world  which  Is  the  old: 

Acro.ss  the  hills,  and  far  away 
Beyond  their  utmost  purple  rim." 

I  had  seen  very  few  birds  along  the  road, 
an  occasional  towhee  or  a  wren,  and  onee 

a  flock  of  Brewer  blackbirds  passing  over-_ 
head.   But  up  here  Just  below  the  little 
rocky  hill  oh  the  west  flank  of  Mounr^ 
Dougias.  rather  aptly  called  of  old  the 
Pudding,  I  saw  in  the  oak  thicket  ahead  a 
varied  thrush.    It  flisw  nervously  from 
bu.^h  to  bush,  now  this  way,  now  that,  but 
I  uol  a  clear  view  of  It  at  last  with  Its  rich 
orange-red  breast  and  black  gorget.  Mrs. 
Myers  well  caUs  it  the  "inost  beauUful  of 
all  thrushes"    The  varied  thrush  must 
breed  *bout  this  Lost  Lake  valley  in  the 
umnants  of  the  Old  forest,  for  last  Spring 
I  hoard  the  strange  note  of  one  from  thai 
pinewood  near  the  lake.

4as-  When  I  first  saw  It  in  1902  work  was 
"still  going  on,  at  least  the  dump  was  fresh^ 

and  the  cabin  still  occupied,  but  today  the 

shaft  Is  nearly  closed,  and  you  can  no 
longer  enter  It  and  pursue  it  to  it,s  end 


It  tn  beautiful  walk  here  on  a  path  browh 

and  soft  with  fallen  lu^edlrs.  The  bracken, 
now  a  pale  yellow,  shmes  on  each  side,  and 
there  are  young  maples  adorned  mrttb 
glowing  foliage  scattered  here  and 
The  valley'is  seen  below  on  the  right,  the 

sunlight  Illuminating  it  and  making  the  

distant  hlll«  look  mistily  blue.  One  of  the 
few  scattered  ancient  and  solitary  lirs  has 
a  huge  branch  six  or  eight  feet  from  the 
ground,  which,  afte^  a  few  feet  of  horiaouf 
tality,  shoot^s  straight  up  at  right  angles 
as  If  in  solemn  protest  against  |>he  in- 
v««lon  of  its  centuries-old  lights.  At  one 
place  a  spring  ri.ses  and  has  been  gathered 
Into  a  little  well,  t>ut  the  surplus  waters 
the  ground  about,  and  nottmly  is  the  grass 
green,  but  the  yellow  arum  has  found  a 
habitation  for  itself  in  this  oasis.  Then 

-  the  brackenj^ives  way  to  the  wall-lettuce 
which  covers  acres  of  ground  4inder  the 
trees.  This  European  pjant  igs  made 
great  strides  in  settlement.  I  first  noticed 
it  in  1918  along  the^oRtfR  River  Road," 
where  it  still  grows  plentifully  on  the 
moist.'  shady  banks.  It  now  occupies  a 
grent  deal  of  the  valley  flats  At  Ookk— 
stream  Park,  and  it  Is  In  Mount  Douglas 
Park  in  great  profusion.  It  Is  distin- 
guished by  the  resemblance  of  each  yellow 
flower  head  to  a  single  flower  with  five 
petals,  but  there  are  really  five -florets  in 
each  cluster.  occasion.aliy  aaly  four,  each 
with  a  single  strap  or  ray.  The  leaves  are 
smooth  and  thin,  the  largest  ones  am  be- 
low and  are  marked  by  a  large,  somewhat  _ 
triangular  termhial  segment  with  con- 

-£picuou^  tec-fh  or  lobe»,  the  leaf  wiagteg — 
the  stalk  below  and  breaking  out  In  vari- 
ously sized  pointed  lobes.  In  Europe  and 
Northern  Asia  it  grows  as  here  In  woods 

-and  thickets.  In  spite  of  its  name  it  is  not 
really  a  wall  plan^,  though  it  does  grow  on 
t)ld  walls  In  Brilain,  as  here  on  damp 
banks.  Another  popular  name  is  that  of 
'  ivy-leaved  lettuce. "  perhaps  a  better  one. 
In  some  places  I  saw  the  ground  covered 
with  huRe  maple  leaves  In  various  tints  of 
yellpw  and  green,  fallen  from  older  trees^ 


Alone  In  the  Forcit 


Weathering  and  rain  have  filled  up  the 
entrance.  The  cabin  has  gone  anu  <  ven 
Its  site  is  hard  to  traee^  overgrown  with 
trees  as  It  is.  The  trail  then  skirts  the 
wooded  slopes  where  the  lirs  are  mostly  of 


the  past  thirty  or  forty  years'  growth. 
Among  them  are  many  ^oung  and  spindly 
oaks  strtiggling  for  light,  with  some  older 

and  more  shapely  ones  which  established 
thcmsy\es  before  their  rivals  sprung  up. 


C GRADUALLY  the  snowberry,  cascara. 
J  broom  and  dogwood  come  uito  view, 
and  the  forest  floor  shows  the  pale  Au- 
tumnal leaves  of  the  starflower.  It  seems 
so  natural  to.be  alone  In  the  forest  that  I 
was  startled  when  a  man  suddenly  ap- 
peared, asking  the  way  back  to  the  south- 
east entrance  to  the  park.  He  had  found 
ttiv  summit  road  closed.  Cedar  and  yew

ridge  to  Glendinnlng  Road,  and  nwiibera 

of  dead  o|-  dyhig  oaks.  Some,  however. 
^  still  maintain  their  heads  of  loUage 
ly.  having  kept  so  far  above  the  up- 
start fir.s.  And  here  and  there  about  such 
trees  you  may  find  courageous  little  seed- 
lings whose  chances  W  reaching  even 
spindly  youth  Im  very  smaH  in'the  wood-' 
land  sliade. 

At  Glendinnlng  Road  1  turned  to  the 
west  and  down  to  the  valley  X  JlM  l*ft. 

Here  fields  are  interspersed  with  woods, 
the  latter  chielly  on  the  left.  j;rab  apple 
and  cherry,  dogwood  flowerUig  and  red 
barked,  apd  cascara- uf  ample  proportions 
were  all  displaying  their  various  shades  of 
red  and  yellow.  Looking  down  and  west 
Lake  Hill  was  seen  above  the  forest  against 
the  late  afternoon  sun,  while  looking  be- 
hind and  uphill  the  .scene  was  monopolized 
by  a  great  Cottonwood  whose  geldeii  upper^ 
leafage  was  dazzingly  bri'^hf  in  the  sun- 
light. Returning  along  Blenkin.sop  Road 
I  saw  some  small  birds  in"  a  crab  apple 
tree.  They  were  enRaj^ed  with  the  clusters 
of  fruit  now  touched  by  the  first  frost,  and 
their  hardness  turned  to  soft  juiciness,  i 
apinoachod  the  fence  quietly  and  was  able 
to  get  a  very  near  view  of  them,  about  a 
dozen  in  number.  Perched  abov^  a  cluster 
they  fed  head  downwards  InNrhat  may  b« 
called  parrot  fashion,  keeping  up  the  while 
a  soft  "weet-weet-weet '  sound.  I  could 
aee  their  ihick  bills  and  the  duU  Wrlplng 
of  their  breasts  and  recognized  them  as 
immature  purple  finches.  The  okler  btfris.- 
ihe  maie  showmg  the  "purple"  or  rather 
crimson  conspteuously,  are  lo  be  met  with 
by  the  rambltf  through  the  Pemberton 
woods  in  Winter,  where  they  feed  on  the 
snowberries  of  the  thickets.  That  great 
bird  lover,  John  Burroughs,  has  an  inter- 
esting passage  about  the  purple  finch's 
song  In  his  book,  "Wake-Robin."  there 
in  the  article  "In  the  Hemlocks."  he  says:

He  is  one  of  our  hnest  song- 
sters, and  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
finches,  as  the  hermit  at  the  head  of  the 
thrushes.  His  song  approaches  an  ecstasy^ 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  WtataT' 
wren's  is  the  most  rapid  and  copious  S|nUii; 
to  be  heard  in  these  wood«.  '  uf  course, 
he  Is  writing  of  the  Eastern  bird,  but  I 
think  his  words  may  well  be  applied  to 
our  West  Coast  one.  It  is  not  only  In  the 
woods  you  hear  him.

TWO  cemetery  workmen  at  Toronto  re- 
cent4y  unearthed  a  slab  of  rock  which 
Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Palaeontology 
officials  .state  reprrs-  nts  fh''  dominant 
form  of  life  400.000,000  years  ago.

THE  crest  of  the  historic  Brenner  Pass 
is  the  frontier  between  Italy  and 
Germany,  it  is  likewise  the  dividmg  line 
between  peace  and  war.  To  the  south  lies 
Italy,  armed  and  watchful,  but  neutral 
and  hence  relatively  normal  in  its  every- 
Hay  life.  To  the  north  lies  Germany,  a 
land  ab.sorbed  in  a  lifc-and-death  strug- 
gle with  powerful  enemies.  The  traveler 
entering  Germany  has  this  sharply 
brought  home  to  him  the  Instant  he  , 
crosses  the  border. 

I  entered  by  the  Brenner.  It  was  at 
night,  so  I  encountered  that  most  start- 
ling aspect  of  wartime  Germany— the  uni- 
versal blackout.  All  the  way  up  through 
the  mouiitauious  Italian  side,  the  towns 
and  villages  were  ablase  with  electric  lighr 
furnished  by  abundant  water  power.  At 
Brennero,  the  Italian  IronCler  station,  the 
German  train  crew  came  aboard.  The 
new  conduetor'&Jlrst  act  was  to  come  into 
my  compartment  and  ptill  down  the  win- 
■dow  shades.  Then  in  came  the  passport 
wd  custom^  ofl^ers.  After  they  had  made 
their  Inspection,  they  stated  crisply ;  "Only 
blue  light  allowed. "  Thereupon  the  bril- 
liant electrlo  globes  in  my  compartment 
were  switched  off,  and  there  was  left 
merely  a  tiny  crescent  of  blue  light,  far 
smaller  than  the  emergency  bulbs  in  our 
subway  trains.

The  encines  had  no  headlights  - 
only  two  small  lanterns,  in  the  freight 
yards  the  switch  lights  were  covered  with 
black  paper  except  for  cro.ss  slits.  Here 
and  there,  hooded  lights  on  taU  poles  cast 
a  dim  blue  radiance.  Only  on  the  station

way. 

Apom^  Innsbruck  on  I  was  allowed  to 

raise  my  .shade,  so  I  could  sit  comfortably 
in  my  compartment  and  view  ^_^is 
blaeked^out  country  at  my  ease.  So  ex- 
traordinary was  tlv  moonlit  panorama 
that  I  determined  tu  forego  sleep  and 
watch  through  most  of  the  night.  The 
sacrifice  was  well  repaid. 

As  we  got  Into  the  Munich  metropolitan 
area,  I  could  Judge  still  better  the  way 
urban  blackouts  are  maintained.  Munich 
is  a  great  city,  yet  it  was  almost  as -dark 
as  the  countryside.  The  main  street  and 
highway  intersections  had  traffic  lights, 
but.  since  these  are  red  and  green,  they 
doubtless  do  not  show  much  more  from 
the  air  Ahan  does  blue.  There  was  almost 
no  traffic,  save  for  an  occasional  truck, 
at  that  late  hour.  No  ray  of  white  light 
anywhere.  Passing  through  this  great, 
darkened  city,  the  senSe  of  linnatural 
silence  and  eniptlness.  became  positively 
oppressive.  . 


Out  of  the  hills  and  into  level  country. 
I  dozed  off  again,  not  to  awaken  unt.l 
sunrise  — a.  piae,  weak-kx^g  late-Au- 
tumn sun,  for  North  Gjermany  l^les  on 
the  latitude  of  Labrador.

Towns  became  more  frequent^ until  we 
were  obviously  on  the  outskirts  of  a  met- 
ropolitan area.  We  were  nearlng  Berlin,, 
Now  and  then  the  train  passed  through 
extensive  freight  yards.  Here  It  was  In- 
teresting to  note  the  quantity  of  captured 
Polish  rolling  stock.  Like  the  German 
freight  cars,  these  were  painted  a  dull 
red.  but  were  distinguished  by  a  stenciled 
Polish  eagle  in  white,  with  the  letters 
PKP.  In  most  cusei,  there  had  bee.x 
added  the  slgnifleuit  word  Deutibh, 
meaning  ,  that  the  cars  are  now  German. 

At  length,  the  train  slackened  speed 
and  pulled  slowly  into  the  vast,  barnlike 
Anhalter  Bahnhof,  the  central  itatloa  for 
trains  from  the  south.

Scieiiti(ic  Research  Aids 
Agriculture  in  Wartime

^  T  riitiH  vlsitiiiK  Berlin  In  August, 
y  Y  1938,  the  writer  secured  a  copy  of 
ttl»-then  newly-published  book  en- 
titled "Das  Deutsche  Rphstoflwunder" 
(The  Marvel  of  German  Raw  Materials), 
by  Anton  Luebjce.  it  is  a  remarkably  inti- 
mate and  exhaustive  study  of  German 
domestic  resources  in  mine,  forest  and 
Held.  In  vie*v  of  tN»  fateful  decrees  of 
September,  the  boolc  assumes  an  added 
interest  and  many  of-  its  statements  a 
greater  significance. 

The  war  (1914),  says  the  author,^ 
crashed  Into  the  peaceful,  prosperous  in- 
dustrial life  of  the  nation,  and  Germany 
enterf^d  the  bloodiest  of  all  wars  with 
enormous  reserves  of  raw  materials  and 
finished  products  at  her  disposal.  None 
thought  then  that  before  the  war's  end 
there  would  be  a  scarcity.  The  restriction 
oi  imports  by  the  bloclcade  would  have 
forced  Germany  into  submission  in  the 
first- year  of  the  war  had  it  not  been  for 
-her  research  yorlcerg  and  scientists  who 


succeeded  in  placing  the  proces^j^  of 
raw  materials  on  an  entirely  new  basis 
and -made  it  pos.sible  during  four  long 

years  of  mnfllrt,  t^^  k»»p  th«.  »n»tny  frnm 

German  soil. 

Had  not  Germany,  he  asks,  an  ^irmy  of 
invwnVors,  engin— rg  -and-  chemtot* 
represented  her  greatest  asset?  Quite 

,  iKii  ur:illy,  special  attention  is  paid  by 
ilerr  Luebke  to  the  practice  and  science 
of  agriculture,  and  the  present  writer  re- 

xalls  a  recent  article  In  a  German  Journal 
ot  research,  which  referred  to  a  large 
body  of  agricultural  scientists  in  training 
for  service  in  the  colonies,  all  set  to  go 
When  these  have  been  returned. 

.   Plant  Growth  Essentials 

THE  j)rim.u  v  •  •  •  '  for  a  high-yield- 
ing crop,  reinaik.s  Herr  Luebke,  Is  the 
provision  of  proper  living  conditions  for 
the  plants,  and  continues:  It  Is  kno^v'n 
that  planta  live  oa  Ingredient*  derived 
from  the  air  and  the  soli.  With  the  aid 
oi  the  carbon  dioxide  of  the  air  the  plants 
build  up  cellulose,  sugar,  starch,  fat  and 
llgnin.  From  experimental  tests  one  has 
cbtaiiied  a  wfll-dcfiiied  proof  of  these 
processes.   But  of  the  profbunder  pauses 


Which  enable  a  plant  to  build  the  complex 
molecules  of  starch,  sugar  and  cellulose 
we  are  Ignorant,  for  it  is  one  of  the  great" 
rst  mysteries  of  creation,  which  no  inves- 
tigator has  solved  yet.  True,  we  know 
that  the  growth  and  development  of 
plants  proceeds  from  the  activity  of  the 
leaf  chlorophyll  and  the  influence  of  the 
ultra-violet  rays  of  the  sun,  that  warmth, 
radiation,  exchange  reagjpnts,  catalysts 
and  the  elements  distributed  in  the  plant 
all  co-operate.  But,  despite  our  extensive 
knowledge  of  plant  bormones,  growth 
substances,  ferments,  auxins,  etc.,  we 
know  little  oi  how  the  plant  succeeds  in 
creating  new-  life  from  the  raw  materials 
at  Its  disposal.  In  the  course  of  long  years 
of  research  the  one  thing  of  which  we  are 
thoroughly  assured  is  how  to  increase  the 
growth  of  plants  with  the  aid  of  the  food 
they  need. 

The  ancient  Egyptians  manured  with 
mud^from  the  Nile,  the  Chlnese-wlth  hu- 
man and  animal  excrement,  the  Romans 
preferred  i^rrni  manuring,  tlic  IndKui.-; 
wood  ashes,  and  the  Incas,  gtiano.  Also 
In  Germany,  in  earlier  times,  wood  ashes 
were  applied  to  pastures.  All  these  ma- 
-Jiurial  practices  were  based  on  experience

Science  in  Agriculture 

WHEN,  in  1840,  Lleblg  demonstrated 
the  use  of^.artif)clal  fertilizers,  and, 
in  1886,  Hellriegel  recognized  the  liiM  i- 
ence  of  bacteria  which- senre  to  dismic- 
grate  and  enrich  the  soli,  distinctly  new 
knowledge  of  plant  growth  was  acquired. 
In  their  scientific  laboratories  and 
through  thousands  of  experiments,  these 
investigators  were  enabled  to  discover  the 
interaction  of  plant  food  substances. 
Thus  they  succeeded  in  lifting,  the  veil  of 
crra'Mn  in  relation  to  the  rapid  growth 
and  increased  yields  of  crops,  obtained  by 
the  aid  of  manures,  especially  chemical 
fi  r  tilizers.  Tbday  every  farijaer  knows 
that  half  his  crop  depends  on  the  appli- 
cation of  certain  manures  or  fertilizers, 
and  the  other  half  on  cultivation  of  the 
soli,  the  breeding,  selection  and  care  of 
the  plants. 

Glflng  Herr  Luebke  his  due,  one  must 
admit  he  knows  a  thing  or  two. 


Growing  Plants  From  S 
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Ewes  Should  Be  Culled 
From  the  Flock  With 
Two  Points  in  Mind 


ALL  sheep  breeders  have  some  objective 
in  mind  In  their  breeding  operations. 

Most  of  thorn  visualize  "an  ideal  type  of 
siiecp  towards  winch  their  breeding  ef- 
forts are  directed,  but  they  also  realiise 
that  in  any  .sheep  flock  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  individuals  which  are  a  long  way 
from  apprbachlhg  this  ideal.  The  general 
method  of  improvement  in  a  flock  Is  that 
of  culling  out  the  most  undesirable  indi- 
viduals and  selecting  only  those  of  a  bet- 
ter ,type  and  quality  to  ho  used  in  the 
breeding  flock.  This  procedure  is  sound, 
and  If  followed  consistently,  will  in  the 
T'lui  x'  of  tiriic  load  to  practical  achieve- 

nit  nl  of  tilt-  desired  goal'. 

Unforlunate,ly  a  breeder  cannot  always 
cull  as  heavily  as  he  would  like,  but  cer- 
tain individuals  .should  in  all  cases  be  re- 
moved from  the  flock.  Obviously  a  ewe 
which  has  a  bad  udder,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence cnmi  it  satisfactorily  feed  her 
.lamb,  should  be  removed  from  the  flock. 
Ukewtse  ewes  which  have  broken  mouths 
nnd  cannot  he  maintained  in  condition 
even  Willi  proper  feeding  should  be  elim- 
inated, as  should  all  ewes  which  cannot 
br  kept  in  condition,  duo  tn  the  presence 
ol  .some  pathological  development.  Cull- 
ing fbr  these  factors  will  very  often  elim- 
inate .so  many  i:idividuals  from  the  flock 
that  very  little  .culling  on  type  and  con- 
formation can  be  done.  Nevertheless,  it 
has  Wen  found  that  the  removal  of  the 
most  undesirable  individuals  wlH  lead  to 
more  ^rapld  progress  than  leaving  these  * 
individuaLs  in  the  flock  for  the  mere  pur- 
j)(i:>e  of  nrimtainuig  a  certain  number. 

For  the  producers  of  the  mutton  types 
of  sheep,  conformation  of  the  Individual 
Is  usually  more  Important  than  the  fleece, 
and  most  ^mphasis  is  therefore  placed  on 
type  ■  and  confurniatlop.  This  Is  as  it 
fhould  be,  but  nevertheleaSi  some  consid- 
eration should  be  given  to  weight  of  fleece 
produced  by  the  individual  as  well  as  to 
uniformity  within  fho  fleero.  Anyone  who 
has  watched  the  grading  of  wool  from  a 
number  of  flocks  will  immediately  be 
.struck  with  the  fact  that,  too  little  care 
lias  been- given  to  this  point.  There  Is  no 
reason  why  the  sheep  cannot  have  detlr- 
.Tble  conform, it  ion.  and  at  the  same  time 
.  produce  a  fleece  of  good  v^^ight  and 
qualfty. 

For  Rhubarb  Planting  ~ 

MAKE  the  soil  ready  without  delay  If 
y6u  ptopose  to  plant  or  transplant 

rhubarb  in  November  Simultaneou.s  prep- 
aration and  planting  are  rarely  attended 
with  complete  succeu. 

Dig  th«  site  two  feei  deep,  Ihcotporating 

with  each  twelve  .square  yards  of  bottom 
spit  a  barcowful  of  littery  stable  manure. 
Mix  a  similar  quanUtjr  of  weU^rottcd 
manure  with  each  twelve  square  yards  ot 

top  layer 

Break  down  the.  bottom  lajrtr  finely. 


First  Aid  for  Broccqh 

HEADING  broccoli.  thouRh  hardier 
than  cauliflowers,  has  in  its  consti- 
tution a'  tender  strain  which  renders  pro- 
tective niea.sures  against  frost  desirable. 

Put  them  into  elTect  at  once. 

Take  out  on  the  north  side  of  each 
plant  a  spadeful  of  soil  and  push  the  main 
stem  Into  it,  depositing  the  excavated 
.soil  on  the  .^outh  side. 

This  is  known  as  heeling-over  to  the 
north.  Many  gardeners  cannot  understand 
the  reason  how  such  a  measure  should 
offer  protection— surely  a  crop  bent  over 
to  the  north  is  more  likely  to  suffer  dam- 
age! 

That  Is  neVso.- — Frost  damage  is  not 

caused  in  the  art  of  freezing,  but  by  a 
lapid  thaw,  such  as  occurs  when  the  sun 
shines  directly  on  to  »  frosen  pl^t.  Ob- 
viou.sly  it  docs  not  shine  on  broccoli 
heeied-qver  to  the  north.  That  is  why 
they  e>scape  damage,  whereas  frequently 
plants  not  so.  treated  succumb. 

Keep  Poultry  Fr^e  of 
Mites  and  Lice 

IT  must  be. accepted  th^t  fowis  are  likely 
to  suffer  from  Mce  infestations.  Wey 

nro,  however,  easily  kept  "clean" — and 
must^  be  kept  so,  otherwise  they  will -not 
remain  really  healthy  and  heavy  laye'r#  '. 

A  dust  bath  should  be  provided  in  the 

house,  so  that  the  birds  ran  keep  them- 
selves fairly  cleau  in  a  natural  way.  This 
is  not  enough.  h^ell»ift©TICMr^Tfti 
lire  remaining.  » 

The  fowls  should  be  dusted  every  two 
weeks  with  a  flrst-class  Insect  powder. 

Tile  work  is  best  done  after  dark  when 

tlie  birds  arc  roosting. 

Place  a  large  piece  of  paper  on  the  fldor 
—to  ratch  the  excess  of  powder — and  rub 
the  powder  well  into  the  HiifT  at  the  ba.se 
ol  the  tail,  round  the  vent,  on  the  ab- 
domen, under  the  wings  and  where  the 
neck  Joins  the  body. 

It  makes  .the  work  easier  if  the  pow^^r 
Is  used  from  a  tin  canister' with  a  per- 
forated lid.   :  

Other  troublesome  insects  are  the  mites 
-  red  mites  as  they  are  usually  called  be- 
cause t\-\ey  are  red  when  gorged  with 
blood.  Tliey  live  in  the  crovlro.s  of  the 
walls,  in  the  perch  sockets  and  similar 
places  during  the  day. 

They  come  out  of  hiding  soon  after  it 
gets,  dark,  crawl  aIon#-the  perrhes  and- 
geion  to  the  b^s.^  All  through  the  night 
they  suck  the  blood  of  their  hosts. 

To  control  this  post,  paint  a  very  nar- 
row strip  of  -iiicotmc  sulphate  solution 
down  the  centre  of  each  perch  about  half 
an  hoiir  before  the  birds  go  to  most.  The 
heat  of  the  birds'  bodies  causes  the  paint 
to  vaporize  and  the  fumes  klU  all  the 
mites  on  them.  Do  this  oai»  ivtry  ten 
days.  » 

At  the  'same  time,  spray  the  perch  sock- 

rt,s  and  all  cracks  ,tnd  rrovires  In  the 
house  walls  with  creosote,,  or  run  a  blow 


RAISING  plants  from  seed  Is  an  Im- 
portant part  of  the  rock  gardener  s 
routine.  It  is  an  easy  and  inexpen- 
sive way  to  obtain  a  varied  colle>:tlon,  giv- 
ing more  plants  With  which  to  experiment 
as  to  soil  and  location  as  well  as  for 
display  purposes  than  the  average  gar- 
dener could  otherwise  afford,  writes  Wal- 
ter Beebe  Wilder  in  The  New  York  Times. 

A  great  many  alpine  seeds,  some  prim-\ 
ulas  for  example,  are  very  slow  to  germi- 
nate and  are  therefore  planted  a.s  soon 
as  possible  after  ripening.  Most  of  the 
seed  Is  so  fine  that  It  cannot  be  planted 
out-of-doors  in*  Autumn,  as  it  would  be 
completely  washed  away  or  burled  too 
"Tleeply^ during  the  Winter.  A  cold  frame 
Is  therefore  essential. 

If  the  gardener  does  liot  already  pos- 
sess one,  he  will  find  a  cold  frame  quite 
inexpcfnsiye  to  build.  Standard  sash,  three 
feet  by  six  fort,  is  the  cheapest,  while 
sash  three  feet  by  three  feet  made  to 
order  is  more  convenient.  The  sides  of 
the  cold  frame  can  be  made  of  boards  as 
thin  as  one  inch,  although  thirkor  wood 
is  morev  solid  and  durable.  These  are 
built  not  more  than  six  Inches  high  on 
the  lowest  .side,  to  insure  admitting  plenty 
of  light,  and  may  extend  about  six  inches 
underground.  The  enclosed  space  is  ^ug 
out  one  and  a  half  or  two  feet  deep  and 
about  a  foot  of  small  broken  stone  filled 
in.  An  Inch  or  so  of  gravel  Is  placed  on 


few  Inches  during  the  day,  particularly 

"irthe  seedlings  have  begun  to  appear,  as 
ventilaiion  Is  necessary  to  check  damping 
off  and  avoid  a  hot,  motst  greenhouse 
atmosphere.  A  very  .satisfactory  prop 
consists  of  a  fourteen-inch  strip  of  wood 
fastened  to  the  front  of  the  frame  abobt 
four  inches  from  the  top  with  a  single 
large  nail  which  acts  as  a  pivot.  The 
nail  pierces  the  strip  six  inches  from  one 
end  .so  that,  when  the  long  end  is  turned 

—up  the  Kash  is  propped  open'  further  than 
when  the  short  end  is  up. 

Later,  the  Sash  may  be  fully  raised  on 

warm  days  and  a  toil  'si.ike  may  be  pro- 
vided at  the  back  of  the  frame  to  which 
the  sash  can  be  hooked.  At  this  time 
great  ckre  is  taken  not  to  let  the  tiny 
.seedling.s  dry  out.  A  daily  sprinkling  witii 
a  i'rench  watering  can  with  a  fine  rose 
spray  will  eliminate  this  dahgeir!  When 
the  sun  Is  very  hot,  a  shade  of  slats  may 
be  placed  over  the  frame.  The  seedlings 
are  transplanted  into  open  grotmd  aS  )ifion 
a.s  a  few  loaves  have  appeared  above  the 
first  two  seed  leaves. 

These  Instructions  apply  not  only  ^ 
rock  plants  but  equally  well  to  ordinary 
perennials  for  the  hardy  border.  Planted 
in  the  Autumn,  they  have  a  decided  ad- 
vantage both  In  time  and  freshness  of 
.seed  over  these  planted  the  following 
Spring.  Many  perennials  so  treated  will 
bloom  the  first  year  from  seed.

soil  made  up  of  one-half  good  loam  and 
one-half  sand,  or  o"e-thlrd  each  of  loam, 
humus  »nd  sand.  This  insures  a  good, 
light,  well-drained  soil  "which  cannot  bake 
in  the  sun  or  retain  enough  water  to  rot 
seMs  or  plants.  The  finished  bed  is  thor- 
oughly soaked  ti^ith' water  to  settle  it, 
before  sowing  seed.  .  - 

Conserving  Space 

BEFORE  planting  it  is  well  to  smooth  the 
soil  and  pack  it  down  lightly  to  give  a 
good  surface.  A  great  saving  of  space 
will  .be  made  by  dividing  the  cold  frame 
into  squares  of  about  four  inches  —  by 
means  of  strings  fastened  to  nails  in  the 
sldfes  of  the  frame  Just  aboye  the  surface 
of  the  ground  —  instead  of  planting  in 
rows.  In  this  way  two  to  four  times  as 
many  species  can  be  planted  in  a  given 
space,  as  most  rock  plant,s  are  small  and 
slow  growing,  .so  that  it  is  time  to  move 
sforf  they  begin  to  Invade  neigh- 
boring spaces. 

The  seed  is  carefully  scattered  in  its 
allotted  space  and  covered  to  a  depth  of 
one  or  two  times  its  diameter  with  a 
half-and-half  mixture  of  humus  and 
sand;  In  other  words,  large  seeds  are 
planted  deeper  than  small  ones.  Thi.s 
coverinR  Is  packed  down  lightly  to  sur- 
round the  seeds  thoroughly  with  .soil.  A 
four-Inch  square  of  board  with  or  with- 
out a  handle  is  useful  for  this  purpose. 
Of  course  ^t  is  essential  to  label  carefully 
every  variety  of  seed  planted.-  — 

Novombor  and  December  arc  tiie  best 
months  to  plant  rock  plant  seed,  but  even 
February  is  not  too  late.  If  planting  is  to. 
be  done  hong  after  frost,  it  is  a  good  plan 
to  keep  a  supply  of  soil  fbr  covering  the 
seed  indoors,  w'her^  it  will  not  be  frozen 
too  hard  to  use. 

DujSNO^the  Wtoter  it IHroiftoopen 
the  sa.'-h  and  let  snow  fall  on  the  seed 
bed,  being  careful  that  the  snow  does  not 
turn  to  rain  while  the  frame  is  open. 
Snow  .seems  to  Ji.ive  a  p.ii  •  icularlv  favor- ^ 
aW*  effect  on  germina  ii  n,  but  whether 
It  Is  due  to  the  moisture  when  melting  or 
to  the  uniform  tempef-ature  maintained 
by  the  snow  blanket,  or  minute  traces  of 
chemicals  in  the  snow,  is  still  a  question. 
A  thorouth  fre^ng  also  seems  to  make- 
for  better  germination  fn  many  cases  and 
certainly  never  harms  an^  hardy  alpine 
seed.

War  Measures  Act  and 
Farm  Production 


IN  Canada  tlio  War  Mea.suros  Art  is  in 
force  again,  .and  under  its  authority 
there,  has  been  created  in  Ottawa  «n  agri- 
cultural supplies  committee,  the  purpose 
wiiereof  is  "to  keep  agriculture  ftiiiction- 
fng  In  a-  manner  which  will  supply  the 
food  and  fibre  needs  of  the  people  of 
Canada  and  their  Allies  in  the  war  during  . 
the  period  of  the  war,  apd  to  leave  the 
farmer,  as  far  as  possible,  in  a  position  to 
follow  his  natural  peace-time  pursuits  at 
the  end  of  the  war." 

Special  sub-conimittoos,  aided  by  ad- 
visory boards,  have  been  appotntcd  to-deal 
With  farm  products,  the  purchase  and  dis- 
tribution of  feeds,  seed.s,  fertillzors.  Insor- 
Aci^cs,  etc.  The  chief  aim  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  will  be  the  promotion  of 
higher  quahty  in  farm  produce,  be  it 
grain,  canning  crops,  meat  or  milk,  and 
advice  will  be  disseminated  freely  on  fer- 
tilizers,, insecticides,  .seed  fungicides,  feeds 
and  mineral  supplement^,  for  livestock, 
etc.  Profiteering  will  be  prevented  and 
the  farmers'  interests  protected. 

Potato  Growers  Warned 
-  Against  Ring  Rot

'■pUBER  jing-Jot  or  bacterial  wilt  has 
-A-"  appeared  in  the  potato-growing  areas 
of  many  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  The  dreaded  disease  Is  now  close 
to  the  borders  of  British  Columbia,  having 
been  reported  in  Alberta  and  In  the  State 
of  Washington.  All  potato  growers  are 
requested  to  report  at  Once  the  dMovery 
of  suspicious  symptoms  by  (orwarding 
specimens  of  the  foliage  or  the  harvested 
tubers.  A  descriptive  circular  written  by 
iT  N.  Racicot,  of  Ottawa,  can  be  obtaine  i 
.from  the  Dominion  Laboratory  of  Plant 
Pathology,  Saaplchton,  or  from  the  Potato 
Certiflcatlpn  Service,  514  Fiedkral  Building, 
-Vancouver. 

The  foliage  symptoms  seldom  appear  In 
the  growing  crop  before  August  or  later, 
and  they  are  characterized  by  wilting, 
yellowing  and  death  of  the  leaflets  In 
the  tubers  the  disease  .symptoms  can  be 
traced  from  the  stem  end  where  the  bac- 
teria enter.  The  organi.sm  advances  along 
and  arotrhd  the  vascular  ring,  creating  a 
discolored  area,  creamy  yellow  or  light 
brown  in  color.  The  rot  is  |^>actlcally 
odorless  and  tht  tUma  is  of  a  crumbly  or 
chetty  tM(tte«.  ' 
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SHEEP  become  a  most  Important  class 
of  livestock  during  wartime.  There 
ar&  no  suitable  substim^  for  wool 
in' the  matter  of  equipping  scttbrs  either 

for  home  defence  or  for  overseas  service. 
The.  equipment  for  a  soldier  iticludes  an 
all-wool  tunic,  trousers,^  overcoat,  puttees, 
socks,  milts,  cap,  underwear  and  gloves. 
In  addition  to  these,  two  all-wool  blan- 
kets are  required  for  bedding.  As  a  con- 
servative estimate,  the  wool  from  five,  and 
piobably  six,  fleeces  are  required  for  each 
.soldiL-r  who  enlists.  It  Is,  therelore,  quite 
easy  to  understand  why  wool  stocks  are 
rapidly  used  up  and  wool  beccjmes  one  of 
the  most  important  comtnpdities  of  agri- 
cultural production  lo  time  of  war. 

In  the  national  economy  of  the  British 
Empire,  Canada  will  be  railed  upon  to 
contribute  largely  in  tlie  matter  ol  food 
supplies.  Bacon  and  beef  will  be  the  two 
main  meats  used  for  military  purposes, 
both  at  home  ^nd  overseas.  •  In  the  past 
Britain's  supplies  of  bacon  have  come 
mainly  from  Denmark.  Sweden,  Poland, 
Latvia,  Lithuania  and  Holland.  Since  the 
Imperial  Economic  Conference,  Canada 
has  reorganized  her  iwlnr  industry  and 
has  been  contributing  extensively  to  the 
Britis^  bacon  requirements.

Fortunately,  this  country  is-  now  in  a 
position  to  extend  her  bacon  export.s  quite 
rapidly  and^,  as  time  goes  on,  will  be  In  a 
poisltlon  to  Increase  her  exports  should 
British  supplies'  decline  due  to  lack  of 
.shipments  formerly  coming  from  Central 
Europe.  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  make 
extensive  shli^Qents  of  bacon  and  beef 
overseas,  leaving  the  Canadian  markoL 
short  of  these  meats,  lamb  might  easily 
become  of  much  greater  importance  *as 
one  of  Canada's  main  meats  for  some 
considerable  time,  should  the  war  con- 
tinue for  ah  Indefinite  period. 

Canadian  Product  in  Demand 

FORTUNATELY  for  the  sheep  industry, 
tooth  Canadian  wool  and  lamb  are  of  S 

quality  highly  desirable  under  war  condi- 
tions. An  extension  of  the  sheep  indus- 
try would  put  Canada  in  a  position  to 
make  herself  more  self-sustaining  In  so 
far  as  wool  supplies  are  concerned  There 
has  never  been  a  surplus  of  Canadian 
lamb,  and  of  late  years,  With  lamb  mar- 
ketings beiiit;  spread  over  the  entire  year, 
there  has  developed  a  growing  demand  for 
fresh-killed  Canadian  lamb  the  year 
around.  In  the  event,  therefore,  of  other 
meats  becoming  scarce,  lamb  will  wel- 
comed in  greater  volume. 


A  gradual  but  steady  expansion  of  the 
.sheep  industry  would  seehi  advi.s.able- as 
a  wartime  measure.  Ewe  lambs  from  tann 
ilocks,  weighing  90  to  100  pounds,  can  be 
bred  this  Fall  and  would  be  .highly  de- 
sirablo  for  farmers  wiio  want  to  .start  a 
•small  llock  of  breeding  ewes^,  Anotlicr 
source  of  supply  is  tUo  tvt-j^m-Sutfvn^ —  - 
that  has  served  her  purpose  on  the  ran^e. 
Such  ewes  with  good  udders^  and  sound 
moulhs  when  put  Into  farm  H^ks  have 
two,  and  probably  three,  yeij^f^^ql^reedlng 
usefulness.  For  the,  fii^rl'n<!>r{wo  h  is  a 
limited  amount  of  capital,  Wh  i  wcs  wiicu 
crossed  with  cknm  raap^-give  excellent 
results. 

Owing  to  drought  condiiions  many 
riittge  bands  w«t«  reduced  In  numbers, 

and  no  doubt  a  considerable  number  of 
this  year's  range  ewe  lamb  crop  have 
been  retained  by  ranchers  to  replenish 
their  ewe  stork.  There  i^  still  i)r(ib;tbly 
one  ewe  iamb  to  eviry  five  head  of  wetlu  r 
lambs  lA-feed  lots.  Here  again  Is  another 
source  of  breeding  stock.  The.se  range 
ewe  lambs,  if  .sav^d  out  frrvm  slaughter, 
could  be  roughed  through  the  Winter  on 
hay  and  a  light  grain' ration  and  fiasturek 
next  Summer  when  they  would  be  ready 
for  breeding  as  yearlings,  being  suitable 
for  either  range  Jjands  or  iwtm  ijlocks. 

Confracf  Price  iasis 

THE  action  of  the  Defence  Purchasing 
Board  in  letting  military  c(  ntracts  on 
the  basis  of  forty-live  cents  per  pound 
clean  basis  for  low  medium  grade  of  wool 
46's-50's  has  been  one  of  the  most  for- 
ward steps  in  the  history  of  the  Canadian 
wool  trade,  shieo  It  gives  ofhclal  status  In 
a  measure  at  least  i  »  a  mil  grading  In 
Canada.  If  the  entire  wool  price  struc- 
TufeTT  definitely  set  up  in  relation  to  the 
current  price  for  the  basic  grade,  grade 
for  grade,  and  if  trading  in  wool  through- 
out Canada  is  established  on  a  graded 
basis,  so  that  the  producer  can  become 
acquainted  with  values  on  a  quality 
basis,  such  a  policy  will  retain  the  confi- 
^nce  of  the  produoer  and, obtain  his  full 
co-operation  in  the  future. 
-  Wool  grading  and  sale  according  to 
grade  have  been  on  trial  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  during  which  period 
their  value  in  securing  full  market  value, 
eliniinatlng  speculation,  devek>piiig  mar- 
ket outlets  and  bringing  about  wool  im- 
provement has  been  fully  demonstrated. 
Now,  in  wartime,  wool  grading  can  be'  ah 
effective  instnAnent  in  the  orderly  mar^ 
keting  of  our  wool  clip  from  year  to  year 
so  that  it  will  best  serve  cither  for  mili- 
tary purposes  or  lor  domesUe  use. 


Rearrange  Garden  Rocks 

NE^  to  planting  bulbs,  perhaps,  comes 
the  planting  of  rocl^.  Fall  Is  the 
ideal  season  f<jr  constructing  n(*w  rock 
work,  or  remodeling  old.  Perhaps  that 
rock  garden  tucked  away  In  the  back  yard 
Kvas  made  In  the  "peanut  brittle"  age- 
stones  .stuck  around  on  a  pile  of  dirt  which 
look  anything  but  natural!  Or  possibly, 
aftes  soveral  years.  a!ggressors  among  the 
rock  plants  have  overrun  their  more 
peaceful  neighbors,  and  the  whole  lot  may 
need  rearrainghig  and  replanting. 

Not  every  small  place  can  Include  to 
advantage  a  rock  garden,  but  there  are 
few  indeed  where  a  rock  wall  -even  a  very 
low  on»-<annot  be  worked  into  the  gen- 
eral de.sign  in  such  a  way  as  t/i  add 
greatly  to  its  attrac},iveness.  If  built  now, 
such  a  wall  may  be  a  thing  of  beauty  next 
Spring,  althou^'h  it  will  t  ike  a  year  or  two 
more  for  it  to  reach  its  full  glory. 


Russians  Training  Bees 

BEES  do  not  collect  honey  from  flowers 
Indl.srriminatoly  Rome  flowers  they 
like,  others  they  apparently  do  not.  So 
the  scientists  t>f  the  Soviet-  Union  are 
training  boos  to  mend  their  ways,  says 
The  New  York  Times.  A  sort  of  "condi- 
tioned reflex"  Is  established.  That  IS,  the 
bees  are  fed  <iii  a  syrup  obtained  from 
flowers  that  they  would  not  ordinarily 
frequent.  After  having  acquired  a  taste 
which  to  them  must  be  like  ours  for  snails, 
frogs'  logs,  oysters  and  the  like,  the  b^e.s 
are  ho  longer  .so  finical.  This  work  is  im- 
portant because  bees  cross- fertiUze  plants 
by  dragging  pollen  from  flo^'er  to  flower. 
.On  230  collective  farms,  pollination  has 
been  m-ultlplled  ten  to  twenty  times  and 
(  Pops  correspondingly  by  bees  with  ac- 
quired tastes. 


Autumn  Care  of  Ferns 

•  — ■ —  

THE  hardy  fern.s  are  now  beginning  to 
yellow,  and  there  is  a  great  tempta- 
tion to 'cut  them^down  for  the  sake  of 
V'liness.  That  would  hr  a  great  mistake, 
for  these  yelicTwing  fronds  are  lacked  full 
of  reserve  material  which  Is  slowly  being 
passed  to  the  crowns. 

This  process  is  not  complete  until  the 
fronds  are  quite  brown  and  withered. 
When  they  are  In  that  state,  cut  them  off 
as  near  the  crown  as  possible  Then 
sprinkle  over  the  crown  itself  a  little 
powdered  charcoal,  which  Insures  dryness 
a^d  diKourages  wood  lice. 
•  Fem«  love  bone  meal,  so  ' 
now,  carefully  forJtlng  it  In  three  intlioi^ 
deep  betwe4Ui..  the  plants  at  the  rate  of 
two  ounces  per  square  yard  Then  follow 
With  a  three-Inch  mulch  of  leaf  mould. 


Drainage  and  Shade  Are 
Important  Factors  in

There  is  no  need  to  have  an  inferiority 
complex  about  lilies,  even  thougii  they  are 
so  incredibly  beautiful  that  they  give  tbe 
impression  of  being  impossl'blSf  dlfRcult  a^

Yet  there  Is  an  "ir  to  the  statement  | 
whirh  it  is  well  to  emphasize  at  the  stait. 
Anyone  can  grow  lilies  if  he  will  take  the  / 
trouble  to  provide  the  right  situation  and 
soil.  Generally  speaking,  the  two  e.s.son- 
tial  requirements  of  Ulies  are  good  drain- 
age and  some  shade. 

To  be  Somewhat  more  spei  ific,  Kf)od 
drainage  means  not  simply  that  the  illy 
bed  have  under  It  a  dralnaga  layer  of 
coarse  material  such  as  gravel,  broken 
rocks  or  crocks,  though  that  makes  a  good 
.start  and  Is  really  required  If  the  natural 
..  IS  stiff,  stirky  clay.  But  drainage  be- 
gins with  the  soil  of  the  lily  bed,  not  below 
it,  and  this  soil  should  be  light  and  loose

People  call  it  the  "horse  stinger"  and  kill 
it  in  the  mistaken  belief  that  they  are 
doing  good.  The  dragonfly  cannot  and 
does  not  sting!

When  we  see  it  flying  through  the  air 
like  a  .streak  of  lightning,  it  Is  simply 
hunting  prey— maects  Who  do  a  great  deal 
of  harm  to  mankind. 

The  power  of  flight  of  this  crratmre  is 
amazing.  It  Is  alpiost  Impossible  for  a 
man  with  a  net  to  catch  it,  no  matter 
how  cunningly  the  netter  may  move.

Insect  seenls  to  know  ektcUy  where  the 
would-be  captor  Is  going  to  swoop.  They 
must  be  caught  whilp  resting,  if  at  all. 
-Their  swallowukc  fliglit  makes  them  cer- 
tain of  capturing  mosquitoes  and  other 
Insect-s  while  on  the  wing.  As  many  as 
forty  mosquitoes,  midges  or  gnats  may  be 
-caught  and  eaten  within  an  hour. 

To  enable  them  i  i  ir.ikc  ia\>u\  pniiin-o. 
In  all  directions  they  most  haye  fine  eye-; 
sight.  In  fact,  they  have  the  finest  sight 
in  the  wholt  realm  of  the  ln.sect  world. 
Their  blK  eye.s  are  really  compounded— 
that  is,  made  up  of  a  great  nCmber  of 
individual  facets  which  are  eyes  to  them- 
selves. The  dragpnfly  has  from  15,000  to 
20,000  eyes,  and  through  each  of  these 
tmy  facets  the  Insect  can  see  Its- prey. — 

"We  must  not  leave  the  dragonfly  with- 
out saymg  a  word  about  its  life  history. 
The  story  Is  similar  to  that  of  the  mos- 
quito and  several  other  creatures  who 
.-=pend  the  earlier  part  of  their  lifercycle 
m  the  fresh  water  ponds  or  creeks.  The 
eggs  are  laid  on  the  surface  of  the  pond, 
but  sink  ,io  the  bottom,  where  the  vora- 
ciously hungry  larvae  grow  rapidly.  They 
bate  strong  nippers,  whic^  grasp  at  ahy> 
thing  f^t  to  eat-fresh  water  fleas,  mos- 
r  qulto  larvae  and  other  underwater  forms 
of  food.  Having  no  lungs  or  windpipes, 
their  mode  of  breathing  is  quite  curloui. 
Water  enters  the  lower  part  of  the  iKxly 
where  little  f\ne  tubes  extract  the  oxygen 
necessary  to  support  li/e.  The  water  M 
then  forced  out,  and  the  force  of  the 


expelled  water  is  sufflcieit  to  drive  the 
grub  through  the  pond  without  other 

mean.s  of  locomotion. 

The  grub  sheds  its>  tight-fitting  cover- 
ing several  times  during  the  larval  period.  . 
But  when  the  time  come.s  for  the  change 
into  the  flying  form,  thp  larva  vqU  crawl 
upward  on  a  stalk  to  the  surface  of  the 
pond.  Here  It  rests  for  a  while  until  the 
dull  old  coat  splits  down  the  back  From 
the  discarded  casing  a  glorious  dragonfly 
crawls  forth!  He  has  wings  now,  but  ihey 
are  small,  damp  and  crumpled.  The  In- 
sect would  be  helpless  at  such  a  time  If 
ii^'enem^^were  to  seek  hfm  out— but  sbon 
W'— Ihgs  harden  and  expand  in  th-; 
n  siuiUght.  And  when  he  rise.s  to  try 
6u(vi»theie  four  magnificent  wlng.s,  the 
sunlight  flickers  on  his  coat  of  shining 
mail  -now  he  Is  the  king  of  the  pond,  the 
pirate  of  the  marshes,  from  whom  all  the 
4esser  Insects  jrllLfiee  in  terror  from  his 
snappinp;  mandibles. 

And  although  insects  should  fear  this 
flying  "darning  needle."'  humans  should 
not  be  afraid  that  thlsf  creature  will  sew 
up  one's  ihouth  or  eyes.  Mother  Nature's 
odd  dragon  with  wings  is  really  a  crea- 
ture that  gives  immeasurable  aid  in  the 
fight  agaln.st  the  .smaller  Insect.s  who 
spread  torment  and  disease  among  man- 
kind. ■ ,
